Order  No.  68. 

Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the 
Christmas-tree  Industry. 

THE  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby 
orders : — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expres¬ 
sion  “  Christmas-tree  industry  ”  includes  all 
operations  in  or  incidental  to  the  cutting,  gath¬ 
ering,  hauling,  and  shipping  of  evergreen  trees 
to  be  used  for  decorative  purposes. 

2.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  em¬ 
ployee  in  the  Christmas-tree  industry  shall  be 
not  less  than  the  sum  of  forty  cents  (40c.)  per 
hour,  with  the  exceptions  provided  by  section  3 
hereof. 

3.  That,  provided  when  (but  not  until)  an 
employer  has  paid  eighty-five  per  centum 
(85%)  of  his  employees  in  the  Christmas-tree 
industry  at  a  rate  or  rates  not  less  than  the 
rate  fixed  by  section  2  hereof,  he  may  then  pay 
the  other  or  others  of  his  employees  (inclusive 
of  employees  in  inspect  of  whom  a  permit  has 
been  obtained  under  section  6  of  the  Act)  at  a 
lesser  rate  or  rates,  but  in  no  case  shall  such 
lesser  rate  or  rates  be  less  than  thirty  cents 
(30c.)  per  hour.

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days 
of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be

Three  hundred  copies 
of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first  read¬ 
ing.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 


during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill 
shall  be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  com¬ 
panies,  in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned 
in  Rule  98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of 
the  company  are  payable  at  the  same  time.
